President Wilson Charged With 
Adding Modifying Postscript 
To German Note

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.-—The first 
real sensation of the political cam- 
paign was sprung last night by United 
States Senator Cabot Lodge, when, in 
a speech at Somerville, Mass., he as- 
serted that President Wilson, at the 
time the second Lusitania note was 
sent to Germary, wrote a postscript 
informing the German government 
that the contents of his former “'stricc 
e.ecoyntability’ ‘note were not to be 
too seriously interpreted, 

Mr. Lodge insisted that Wm, Jen- 
uings Bryan had knowledge of and 
approved the president's postscript, 
and that when Secretary of War Car- 
rison and other meyibers of the cab- 
inet heard it they threatened to re- 
sn uniess it were withdrawn.

Francis B. Drake 
Recounts Some of His Experi- 
ences Since War Started 


WHEN U.BOAT IS ON TOP 
OF WATER WORK IS EASY 


Orbita Cruised 70,000 Miles 
Then Would Rather be ‘‘Scrap- 
’ Than ‘‘Searching’’— 


Like many enother ex-navy man 
Engineer Lieutenant Francis B. 
Drake, R.N.R., heard tho roll of 
“Drake's Drum,”—-the battle drum of 
the Elizabethan sea king which every 
Devon man will vouch he hears in the 
days of Ingland’s trial—and during 
the last sixteen months has covered 
70,000 miles over the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific on. the auxiliary cruiser Orbita, 
searching contraband ships and keep- 
ing the lanes of maritime traffic free 
of the submarine pest. His vessel 
being now in Canadian waters he got 
n few days’ leave to visit his relatives 
in Edmonton, who live at 9920 112th 
sireet. 

Lieut. Drake had been in the navy 
and on retiring from active” service 
had been transserred to the Royal 
Naval Reserve, but at the date the 


was much to the chagrin of the crew 
of the Orbita that the elusive Moewe 
ulso eluded them. 

“Our most exciting experience,” said 
he “was when we sighted a subma- 
rine. But we couldn't get up in time 
and when she disappeared we had to 
sig-zag ourselyes, You know where 
you are when you see her but when 
she disappears you have to watch 
yuurself not to be caught.”

Colonel Williams spoke from the 
words: “Watchman, what of the 
night?” as illustrative of present times 
end said that disquiet and curiosity 
could not be avoided when they were 
surrounded by great mysteries, He 
alluded to the doubters and false pro 
rhets, avho said that the nation was 
showing every evidence of weakness 
and division, that the present was but 
the beginning of an _ interminable 
night of strife end bloodshed, or that 
it contlict ended, no great issues 
would have been decided by the war 
or great principles affirmed ,and that 
all the blood and valor had been spent 
in vain. 

God could not be seen, went on the 
speaker, but at no time had His voice 
Veen heard clearer than in the roll 
of battle at this time, Never were 
they nearer heaven than today, and 
never were the golden gates see. 
clearer. He thought it was the most 
splendid hour of their history. Like 
the Man of God, they were trans- 
figured by the sorrow and service of 
the age, What had been meant for 
their suffering had turned to their 
transfiguration and glorification. ie 
knew that the battle was not yet won, 
but they could watch the turning back 
ot the enemy forces. Inch by inch 
they were being driven back, and we 
who were before in the defensive were 
pew on the offensive, 

The man who sold his life these 
days to eat and drink forfeited his 
citizenship and Christianity—there 
was only one place and that was the 
piace of duty, What men were lo 
ing at the front today, other men must 
co, or fail greviously, As they were 
sacrificing their lives today ,othera 
must do the came or else fail in that 
te which God has called them, To 
seek their own pleasure and rood 
while others were falling was to for- 
reit their self-respect and s¢ ek eternal 
shame, 

“What of the night? said Colonel 
Williams, in conclusion, ‘‘May God 
grant that wnen day comes we shall 
all stand clothed with the sense of 
euty attempted and done for His 
rame’s sake.”

President Wilson is doing his 
campaigning from the: lawn of 
the White House, and Mr. Hughes 
is delivering speeches-which - are 
claimed to be conspicuously lack- 
ing in ‘‘punch.’’ Sort of a con- 
test between watchful waiting and 
pussy footing, 


It is said that Canada has 3,000 
men of military age and fitrass 
doing clerical work in the Cana- 
dian offices in Great Britain. 
There are plenty of men in Canada 
over age or otherwise disqualified 
for the trenches who could fill 
their places. 


The proposal to establish free 
municipal hospitals throughout 
the province is one to win the in- 
stant sympathy of anyone who un- 
derstands the need. The _ pro- 
blem is a large one, but is not on 
that aceount to be either ignored 
or avoided. It deserves the most 
serious thought of both Govern- 
ment and publie, and as the wo- 
men are promoting the proposal it 
is likely to get the attention it de- 
serves. 


Those who have been telling us 
that Germany’s man supply is 
running short will be interested 
in noting that while the enemy is 
sustaining the  British-French 
offensive on the western front and 
the steady grind of the Russians 
on the eastern front, he has. or- 
ganized three separate drives 
against Roumania, in one of which 
MacKenzen is using 400,000 men 
on a front of thirty miles. Vast 
as the enemy losses have been, the 
plain fact stands out from the 
daily dispatches that Von Hinden- 
burg has aH the men he needs, and 
is sacrificing them as thougb he 
had plenty ip reserve, 


Perhaps the U-53 came over to 
establish a blockade off New York 
similar to that established by other 
German submarines off the Nor- 
wegian ports, in case Washington 
should undertake to regulate the 
navigation of territorial waters by 
belligerent submarines, as Norway 
did. 


A couple of months ago it wag 
explained that the aviation school 
at Toronto was moving to the 
United States because the Cana- 
dian winter was too severe for fly- 
ing. Now, a couple of months 
nearer winter, the British authori- 
ties are starting a new school in 
Canada, under direction of the Im- 
perial Munitions Board. It was 
bungling, not the climate, which 
brought the former enterprise to 
disaster and barred Canadian 
youths from qualifying in a branch 
of service in which Canadians 
have shown marked adaptability 
and done splendid work. 


The Property Owners’ Associa- 
tion has passed a resolution re- 
commending the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to adopt compulsory 
military service. It is hardly like- 
ly that, the war having gone so 
far, compulsory service will now 
be applied unless absolutely un- 
avoidable. But it is well that 
public opinion should express it- 
self on the subject. It helps to 
make clear the unflagging deter- 
mination of the public that the 
war must be continued until vic- 
tory is gained. And it will help 
to shape the direction of our mili- 
tary affairs for the future. If 
compulsory service is wise or 
necessary in time of war it must 
also be wise in maintaining the 
defensive and preparatory forces 
in time of peace. Either Canada 
does not need an active militia in 
peace time or the obligation to 
train should be common to all. 


Dr. Bruce reports from England 
that a good many physically unfit 
men have gone over in the Cana- 
dian forces. When a_ battalion 
has to’be raised with a rush the 
officers are not always able to pick 
and choose, but must take whom 
they ean get. Sometimes, even, 
in order to get a battalion in 
training quickly, men who are ob- 
viously defective are taken on to 
fill up the ranks and afterwards 
discharged when men who measure 
up to the standards are available. 
The process of hurry-scurry ¢n- 
lisiment and subsequent ‘‘ weeding 
out’’ inflicts hardship upon men 
whose patriotic impulse is most 
praiseworthy. It is costly to the 
country. And in the end it pro- 
bably holds a battalion back, 
rather than hastening its arrival 
at the fighting lines. Butit has 
seemed to be inseparable from the 
method employed, of carrying on 
voluntary enlistment at nigh speed 
without such leadership and direc- 
tion of public’ thought as was 
necessary to rouse and maintain 
enthusiasm at:2 high pitch and so 
produce a plentiful supply of re- 
eruits of physical fitness. If the 
inclusion of unfit men is to be 
avoided in future it will be neces- 
sary to abandon the idea that a 
new battalion should ‘be raised in 
a fortnight, or to start an interest- 
generating campaign which will 
bring more fit men to the recruit- 
ing offices.
